NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, the 25ih November 1965 

S.O. 3101 . —In exercise of the powers conferred by section 17 of the Export 
(Quality Control and Inspection) Act. 1963 (22 of 1963), the Central Government 
hereby makes the following rules, namely;— 

1. Short title and commencement. —(1) These rules may be called the Export 
of Frog Legs (Inspection) Rules, 1965. 

(2) They shall come Into force on the 15th January, 1966. 

2. Definition.—In these rules 'frog legs’ shall mean the hind legs of freshly- 
killed frog prepared by quick freezing. 

3. Basis of Inspection. —Inspection of frog legs shall be carried out with a view 
to seeing that the frog legs conform to the specifications recognised by the Central 
Government under section 6 of the Export (Quality Control and Inspection) Act, 
1903 (22 of 1963), (hereinafter referred to as recognised specifications). 

4. Procedure for Inspection. —(1) Exporters intendl^ to export frog legs shall 
give intimation to the Director, Central Institute of Fisheries Technology, Ema- 
kulam, or (a) any other officer of that Institute; or (b) any officer of any of the 
Government Technological Laboratories situated at the port of export, authorised 
In this behalf by the aforesaid Director, (hereinafter in this rule referred to as 
the authorised Officer), of all consignments of frog legs to enable him to Inspect 
or cause to be Inspected such consl^ments and to see that they conform to the 
recognised specifications. 
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(2) Every Intimation under sub-rule (1) shall be given not less than 72 hours 
before the scheduled time of loading the consignment of frog legs In the ship, 
vehicle or aircraft as the cape may be. 

(3) On receipt of the Intimation referred to in sub-rule (2), the Dlr^tpr or 
the authorised officer, as the case may be, shall arrange to carry out the necessary 
Inspection to satisfy himself that the consignment of frog legs complies with the 
requirements of the recognised speclflcations. 

(4) After satisfying himself that the consignment of frog legs has complied 
with the said requirements the Director or the authorised Officer shall issue a 
certlflcate declaring the consignment of frog legs as conforming to the recognised 
specifications. 

6. Place of Inspection. —Every Inspection under these rules shall be carried out 
either— 

(a) at the premises at which the consignment of frog legs Is offered by the 

exporter provided adequate facilities for the purpose exist therein; or 

(b) at any Government Technological Laboratory situated at the port of 

export, 

6. Appeal. —(1) Any person aggrieved by the refusal to issue a certificate under 
rule 4 may, within ten days of the receipt of communication of such refusal, prefer 
an appeal to such panel of experts consisting of not less than three persons, as 
may be constituted by the Central Government. 

(2) The decision of the panel in such appeal shaU be final. 

7. TnHpcftion fecs.—A fee of 1 paisa for every Kg, of frog legs shall be charged 
for inspection under these rules.
